Washington, November 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—President 
Wilson formally announced  to- 
night that he had directed Secre- 
tary Colby, of the state depart- 
ment, “on my behalf and in my 
stead” to visit Brazil and Uruguay 
in acknowledgment of the recent 
visits to this country of the presi- 
dents of those two republics. 

In addition, the president said 
he would be gratified if Mr. Colby 
took the opportunity also to visit 
Buenos Aires in response to the re- 
cent invitation received from the 
Argentine government. 

“It has long been my hope that 
I might personally return these 
visits,” the president’s statement, 
issued at the conclusion of today’s 
cabinet meeting, said régarding the 
recent tours in this ‘country of 
Presidents Brum, of Uruguay, and 
Pessoa, of Brazil, “and I oan con- 
celve of no worthier object to whieh 
I could dedicate my time and 
strength; but I am prevented from 
doing so and cannot: longer post- 
pone the agreeable courtesy of their 
reciprocation Which this country is 
strongly desirous of showing to the 
governments and peoples both of 
Brazit and Uruguay.” . 

Statement by Wilson.

The article in the second issue 
of The Bulletin is under the cap- 
tion, “The Working Lobby at the 
Capitol—Those Who Rule in Geor- 
gia.” It affords a graphic descrip- 
tion of the clique which, it is 
charged, controls all legislation 
from a room in one of the local 
hotels, explaining the methods used 
as embracing moral corruption in 
every conceivable form. 

Wants Solons to Testify.

AND MAN 1S HURT 


Two Freight Cars, Piled 
High With Lumber, 
Strike One of the Main 
Supports Tuesday Night. 


When two cars, loaded high with 
lumber, of one section of Southern 
freight train No. 86 collided with 
one of the main supports of the Mc- 
Daniel street bridge at 7:45 o’clock 
Tuesday night, the structure col- 
lapsed, painfully injuring John L. 
White, of 2 Wellborn street, build- 
ing superintendent of Gude & Co., 
contractors, and derailing the two 
cars, which were badly damaged. 

Traffic on the tracks running un- 
der the bridge, which was of wood- 
en construction, was delayed for 
more than two hours, while the 
wre¢tkage was being cleared away, 
and an entirely new structure will 
have to be erected before street 
“travel can be resumed, it was stated. 
Immediately after the accident a 
large crowd gathered around the 
debris, and it was at first thought 
White, who was the only pedestrian 
on the bridge at the time of the 
catastrophe, was fatally injured. 

A closer examination, however, 
showed that while his injuries, 
which consist of a badly wrenched 
back and bruised body, were very 
painful, they are not considered se- 
rious, it was said... He was removed 
to his home, where he was placed 
under the care of a physician, and 
is reported to be resting well. 

A young-white boy, who left the 
scene during the excitement before 
his identity could be ascertaiued, 


was wding on a bicycle across the 
bridge at the time of the accident, 
and just as the crash came, his 
wheel ran off the pee ax onto the 
pavement. 

The accident was caused, dfficials 
of the Southern railway state, by 
the two freight cars being loaded 
unusually high with lumber, so that 
as the rear end of the train passed 
under the bridge one of the main 
supports of the structure was torn 
away and the entire weight fell on 
the cars, derailing them and téaring 
up the track for a number of yards. 

No one on the train has been re- 
ported injured, and representatives 
of the railroad stated last night 
they had not yet been informed of 
White’s injuries.

Finantiers From Atlanta 
and Outside Cities Hear 
Discussion of Results of 
New Orleans Meeting. 


GEORGIA BANKS TO AID, | 
SAY LANE AND. OTTLEY 


Joseph A. McCord De- 
clares No Better Move- 
ment Was Ever Started 
for Benefit of Cotton In- 
terests. 


Directors of all the Atlanta banks 
with representatives of a number of 
state institutions who happened to 
be in Atlanta were entertained at a 
luncheon yesterday at 2 o’clock by 
the management of the Federal Re- 
serve bank of the Atlanta district, 
the meeting having been called for 
the purpose of giving local financiers 
an opportunity to hear a_ report 
from the recent conference in New 
Orleans, at which it was decided to 


ask the banks of the cotton states} 


to fopm a $6,000,000 corporation for 
the purpose of establishing a foreign 
export bank whose purpose primar- 
ily would be to finance the export 
of cotton to countries in Europe, 
which are anxious to buy cotton, but 
are without credit facilities. * 

After Robert F. Maddox, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Nationa] bank, 
who was called upon by Governor 
M. B. Wellborn to make ga statement 
of the results of the New Orleans 
meeting, had given a detailed ex- 
planation of the stéps agreed upon, 
prominent Georgians, including 
Mills B. Lane, president of the Citi- 
zens and Southern of Savannah; J. 
K. Ottley, president of the Fourth 
National of Atlanta; Governor 
Joseph A. McCord, of the Federal 
Reserve bank, and S. C. Dobbs, told 
of,;the advantages of this move- 
ment to the cotton planters of the 
south ‘and to business men in gen- 
eral, and expressed confidence that 
the various financial institutions of 
the state would all be glad to do 
their share. 

Basis of Agreement, 


Mr. Maddox stated that the New 
Orleans meeting formally agreed to 
establish such a corporation on the 
basis that the banks of each state 
of the south should subscribe in 
proportion to the cotton production 
of the respective states, and that 
Georgia’s part would be approxi- 
mately $1,200,000. 

He showed in minute detail the 
@reat business advantage growing 
from ‘the establishment of such a 
bank. 

Mr. Maddox said: “The committee 
appointed at the recent meeting of 
the southern delegates to the Amer-~ 
ican Bankers’ association convention 
at Washington to further consider 
the organization of a foreign bank- 
ing company under the Edge act 
met in New Orleans last Saturday. 
The committee invited, representa- 
tive bankers from tbe cotton grow- 
ing states to further scum the 
plan and come to some definite con- 
clusion as to what should be done. 

‘This meeting was one of the 
most enthusiastic I have ever at- 
tended. They all realized that in 
cotton the southern bankers had a 
common cause, and the banks felt 
their responsibility in taking some 
definite action to relieve the pres- 
ent depressed condition in the ecvt- 
ton market. 

“It was found that with an esti- 
mated crop of 12,000,000 bales and 
a carry-over of 3,000,000, we would 
have approximately 15,000,000 bales 
to sell. It was thought that the 
consumption of cotton,in the Unitea 


Sates would not be over 6,000,000, 
leaving, therefore, about 9,000,000 
bales to be exported. As our ex- 
ports last year were only 6,500,000 
bales, it was deemed necessary to 
increase these exports in order nor 
to have aAarge carry-over into next 
year’s crop. It was also found that 
there was a very large number of 
bales in the carry-over, estimated 
at 1,500.000, of low grade cOtton tor 
which there was but little demand 
in thig country.

“After a very full discussion of 
the entire demoralized condition of 
our southern products, which in- 
clude cotton, rice, tobacco, . t on 
seed products, lumber, etc., it was 
decided that the time had ‘arrived

tors thus reap large profits at the 
expense of the fleet corporation.” 

Another allegation in the report 
was that many firms holding con- 
struction contracts inaugurated 
Liberty bond selling crusades in 
their plants and charged to ship 
construction 10 per cent of the 
money thus secured as the cost for 
selling the bends. It was further 
charged that in some cases the 
fleet corporation authorized con- 
tractors to take from “their appro- 


jpriated funds” sums to purchase 


Liberty bonds and that subsequent- 
ly in some cases these bonds were 
sold or hypothecafed at a loss and 
the money thus realized used “for 
plant purposes.” 

“They (the contractors) then put 
im a claim against the United States 
Shipping Board Emergency Fleet 
corporation for the losses thus in- 
curred,” declared the report. 

Millions Iest on Materials. 

Gcing into the matter of sal 
vage of shipbuilding plants, uncom- 
pleted hulls and materials and 
stores. the report alleged that it 
was “asserted by persons in posi- 
tion to know” that the sale of the 
“millions of dollars worth of ma- 
terials” owned by the fleet corpo- 
ration had netted no more than 13% 
cents on the dollar at a time when 
the shipping board at other points 
was purchasing the same materials 
in the open market at prices in 
advance of the original cost prices 
of the materials sold. 3 

“However,” said the report, “the 
question seems to be one of malad- 
ministration, rather than one of 
fundamental conditions, in so far 
as the limited returns from the sale 
of these materials is concerned.” 

The report said that the “Bardee | 
company” was trying to purchase 
under a blanket coritract all sup- 
plies and stores of the fleet corpo- 
ration and charged that one of the 
officials of this company was also 
“an advisor to the shipping board's 
cancellation and claims board.” 

The shipping board announced .ast 
night sale of surplus material on 
the Pacific coast valued at about 
$15,000,000, to “Bardee Brothers, 
Incorporation,” of New York. 

As to building contract cancella- 
tions and hull removals, the report 
asserted that the shipping board 
entered into a contract with George 


F. Rogers to remove hulls which 


were on the ways in an unfinished 
state at the time the contract was 
signed or to secure from the build- 
ers or the owners of the land upon 
which the hulls and ways rested a 
release from further Nability.

The report.said the contract en- 
tered into with the American Lum- 
ber Sales company, “should be gone 
into by this committee, becauge, it 
presents some features that are 
questionable, to say the least.” The 
report then goes on to charge that 
the company was to some extent 
“compepsed of persons previously en- 
gagea@ with the fleet corporation, 
that’ dt purcha materials from 
the ration at a stipulated price 
and ld these materials “where 
is, as is” atan advance some time 
of more than 100 per cent over ge 
purchase price and that in m‘ffhy 
eases it appeared that the company 
used fleet corporation plants and 
equipment “to reap enormous profits 
from the sale of materials which 
it had purchased” from the fleet 
corporation. 

Southern Scrap Contract. 

The contract with the Southern 
Scrap Material company, which, as 
it was stated, had been abrogated, 
also Was criticised. It was charged 
that the contract was made by an 
agent of the board at New Orleans 
“without the knowledge of his home 
office’ and that materials, in many 
cases not declared surplus, were 
sold to the company at prices far 
below the market quotations at the 
time of the sales. 

The report further charged that 
the organization of the board’s sup- 
ply and sales department, particu- 
larly its port representatives, was 
used by the company to sell ma- 
terials purchased from the shipping 
board and that- in many cases the 
port représentativas sold these sup- 
piies “for perhaps 100 to 125 per 
eent net profit” to the company and 
same were 
made out to the order of the South- 
ern Scrap Material company.” 

It was alleged in the report that 
repair work on shipping board ves- 
sels was done on a basis of pay for 
workmen on the job at current 
wages plus 50 per cent for over- 
head and profit plus 10 per cent 
of material cost to cover cost of 
parchase and profit to the contrac- 
or. 

“Overcharges immedately became 
and continue to be common under 
this form of agreement,” said the 
report. “It is to the advantage of 
the contractor to pad pay rolls, 
Slight work, put too many men on 
the job, encourage loafing’ corrupt 
inspectors and timekeeper, use help- 
ers and charge for first-class work- 
men, use common labor and charge 
for skilled labor, drag tha work to 
make it last longer, find adgitional 
wore to do, and get it specified, 
etc. 


Corruption of Officials. 


“Corruption of United States Ship- 
ping Board Emergency Fleet corpo- 
ration employees and officials be- 
came the teadency under ‘this prac- 
tice. Usually attempts are made 
by contractors, and, in many ¢ases 
apparently are successful, to secure 
the favor of the ‘port construction 
and repair representative, who has 
the assignment of work to the vari- 
ous contractors, and the local United 
States Shipping Board Emergency 
Fleet corporation agency auditor, 
who has under his charge the 
checkers and timekeepers.” 

It was charged that “good men” 
Were “heckled, insulted .or even 
frightened off the work, where they. 
will not prove acceptable to cor- 
ruption.” The report claimed it was 
a comparatively easy matter to “ac- 
cidently drop a bar or wrench into 
a ship’s hold when a straight time- 
keeper or inspector was standing 
under.” 

The report dealt at length with 
the furnishing of fuel and supplies 
to shipping board vessels, declaring 
the expenditures of millions of dol- 
lars was left in the hands of “mas- 
ters, chief engineers and stewards.” 

In many~cases, it was asserted. 
the supplies are purchased from 
brokers, who add a profit of from 
25 to 40 per eent, give gratuities: 
to masters and stewards:in the form 
of “free launches, free automobiles. 
free liquor, free entertainment, etc.’ 
and charge them in with the price 
of the supplies. . . 

The report charged that*ship’s of- 
ficers were enabled by .the fuel al- 
lowances made for each‘ voyage to 
fihish with excess fuel, that they. 
receipted for a full ‘supply on ree 
“then get a rebate 
from the bunkering,company” to the 


* Politigal Pull Got Ships. 


It was charged that through po- 
litical influence ships had been as- 
signed to companies in which offi- 
cials.of the shipping board “were 
or had been associated” and that 
companies which did not have “the 
standing or the financial responsi- 
insure safe and proper 
management and operation” got all 
tonnage applied for by that means. 
While many of the government 
ships are making a profit, the re- 
port said, others are operating at a 
loss, and it was asserted that there 
were many who believed a final ace | 
counting of the operations of the 
ships would show “a serious loss 
on the gross tonnage operated.” 

Reviewing shipbuilding contracts 
and settlements, the report charged 
that “‘valuable and expensive ship- 
building plants” erected on lands 
owned or leased by the contractor 
in “several cases” were not proper- 
ly safeguarded as to title. 

“The result of these oversights,’ 
said the report, “was that the United 
States Shipping Board Emergency 
Fleet corporation found itself in the 
position of owning a plant located 
vr. privately owned sites and faced 
the necessity of giving away or 
selling these plants for a small per- 
centage of their original cost to the 
owner of lessees of the sites.” 

The report also charged that in 
some Cases attorneys who repre- 
sented the fleet corporation in

He asserted there had been some 
cases of prosecution: and conviction 
ot. ship employes. charged with 
efafting, but not enough to make it 
a ngerous practice as less: than 
one-fourth of the cases had been 
carried to prosecution. 

Charges illustrated by alleged spe- 
cific instances of waste included: 

ck of safeguards against the 
waste of supplies; lack of a system 
of..standardizing expenditures, a 
practice of granting rebates and 
failure to make reports of sales of 
ship supplies; purchase of unneces- 
sary equipment, and failure to re- 
port charges made by the shipping 
board’s super-carTrgos. 

Mr. Richardson testified that he 
had found in one instance that sup- 
plies sold for shipping board vessels 
had been paid for at 50 per cent 
higher than the market wholesale 
rate. Another instance noted by the 
witness was where $11,000 in gratui- 
ties was charged to the board, but 
this sum later was returned, 

He told of one steward who 
bought supplies for a twelve davs'’ 
voyage and when he quit at the end 
of.five days, another steward threw 
the first supplies overboard and re- 
purchased the same amount “in or- 
der to get hig commission.” He told 
of a purchase of grapefruit knives 
at $1.50 each for a ship’s crew; a 
wooden lemon squeezer at $3 and 
“strawberries at 60 cents a quart” 
for another crew, purchased, he said, 
on the:.threat thatrif the berries 
were not obtained in two hours the 
crew Would “walkout.” These sup- 
Plies, .he added, were charged to 
the shipping board account. 

Millions Held by Operators. 

The witness added that under the 
present system of accounting be- 
tween shipping board and operators 
of its ships there was no way of 
telling just how much money be- 
longing to the board was now in the 
hands of the operators. The amount, 
he said, was anywhere from $125,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000. The condi- 
tions he charged to failure of 
Prompt checking and accounting of 
vessels in hands of operators and 
to a lack of co-operation between 
the general office and the various 
districts from which ships were han- 
died... He added that subsidiary or- 
gkanizations of operating commit- 
tees, towing, stevedg@ring, supplies, 
water and repairs md@@e possible ex- 
cessive charges. He asserted, more- 
over, that supplies were purchased 
by operators at exceeding the mar- 
ket prices, and charged to the ac- 
count of the shipping board. He 
also aileged there was no system of 
checking purchases. 

Mr. Fisher alleged general and 
specific instances of excess profits 
in repairs and construction. . This 
Was made possible, he said, by lack 
of proner inspéction, auditing and 
accounting. Pailure to co-operate 
of various departments of the board 
also was held responsible by the 
witness who charged that favorite- 
ism existed in awarding of repair 
contracts without competitive bid- 
ding. His report, made after a year 
of investigation,-he declared, “was, 
entirely impersonal” and no crime 
was charged to any individual. 

The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow.

London, November 9.—Captain 
Emmet Kilpatygick, representative of 
the American Red Cross in south 
Russia, and two nurses were brutal- 
ly killed during a bolsheviki cavalry 
raid on Salkovo station, says a 
Sebastopol dispatch to Reuter’s Lim- 
ited, tonight. 

This Report Says “Captured.” 

Sebastopol, ' November 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Captain Emmet 
Kilpatrick, <tmiontown, Pa., a Red 
Cross worker, was captured by the 
bolsheviki at Novo Alexievsk, Octo- 
ber 29, when a detachment of Bu- 
denny’s cavalry swept down the 


west coast of the Sea of Azov and 
Surrounded the town. 


Stephen A. Venear, of Albany, N. 
Y., and James D. Heddinger, of Bal- 
timore, Md., were with Kilpatrick 
at the time of his capture. The three 
were busy distributing relief sup- 
plies among Russian civilians, but 
Venear and Heddinger managed to 
Make their escape. Kilpatrick, how- 
ever, being in a’ remote part of the 
town, was cut off by cossacks. 

A heavy snow had fallen, mak- 
ing the progress of Venear and 
Heddinger across the wind-swept 
Steppes extremely painful and dif- 
ficult. ~ Many times they weré 
obliged to take refuge in hollows 
and other hiding places, while rag- 
ged Cossacks were occupying ham- 
lets and villages. 

Major George Herbert Ryden, of 
Kansas City, director of American 
Red Cross operations in southern 
Russia, said today he believed all 
the remaining Red Cross workers, 
numbering twenty, were safe. All 
are men, the Red Cross not employ- 
ing women in this territory.

No Mention of Death. 
Washington, November 9.—Re- 
ports reached the state department 
today that Captain Emmett Kilpat- 
rick, of the American Red Cross, 
and C. Atechny, of the Mennonite 
Relief society, had been captured in 
the soviet advance in southern Rus- 
sia, but no mention was made of the 
possible death of either one. It 
was believed that the recent asser- 
tion of the soviet government that 
an “American mission” headed by 
“General Morel” had ‘been captured 
by them, was founded on the cap- 
ture of Kilpatrick. 

Kilpatrick was last seen, the ad- 
vices said, at Novo Alexeievsk, Oc- 
tober 30. Mr. Atechny, who is foun- 
der of the ‘Mennonite Relief socie- 
ty, landed at Halberstadt October 25. 

Kilpatrick, formerly publisher of 
a country newspaper, served with 
the American army in France as 
lieutenant of field artillery and aft- 
ér the armistice as chief of the sup- 
piy division of the -American com- 
mission to negotiate peage. He ob- 
tained his discharge from the army 
in Paris in September, 1919, and be- 
came connected as a civilian with 
the peace commission. 

When the' commission was 4is- 
solved, Kilpatrick joined the Lithu- 
anian army as a captain, along with 
a number of other Americans, and.

battle front. When the fighting 
ended he asked for his. discharge 
and returned to Pariseto join the 
American Red Cross in 1920, and he 
was first ordered to Constantinopte 
and then to South Russia. 
In the records of the war depart- 
ment, Kilpatrick’s next of kin was 
shown as Lilda M. Kilpatrick, his 
sister, of Camden, Ala. - 
“Kilpatrick was last seen at Novo 
Alexievsk, on October ,30, stripped 
of his underclothes, in bitter zero 
weather, and being led away by Red 
cavalry raiders,” said the state de- 
partment’s official announcement, 
given out befone the London report 
of the captain’s death was received. 
“His fate is, consequently, a matter 
of grave concern.”

-Six Months Ahead of 
Time.

Leaders of the woman suffrage 
movement in Georgia are jubilant 
over the fact that the “lucky seven” 


played an important role in Geor- 
gic in the first political classic since 
the ratification of- the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment, for Mrs, Mary 
Jarrett White, of Toccoa, must share 
her distinction as the first woman 
who legally voted in a presidentiai 
election in this state, with six 
Waynesboro women, according to 
a dispatch received from the Burke 
county city. 

So Georgia has seven women who 
anticipated the early ratification of 
the woman suffrage amendment and 
played safe, in order to secure the 
right to the ballot by registering 
six months prior to the general 
election. When it was announced 
last week that Mrs. White had been 
allowed to vote in Stephens coun- 
ty, thereby adding a rather unex- 
pected ballot to those of Cox and 
Roosevett, it was believed she was 
the only woman in the state who 
had cast her ballot and had it 
counted, but Waynesboro is proud 
of its first women voters and de- 
cided to let the world know it. 

Mrs. George Cox, Mrs. Mamie Mil- 
led -e, Mrs. Ed Blount, Miss Bar- 
bara Reynolds, Miss Elizabeth Brux 
and Miss Kate McLendon are the 
six Waynesboro women who march- 
ed to the polls last Tuesday and 
voted the straight democratic tick- 
et. All of them say they are “good 
democrats,” believe in the party and 
expect a victory four yearg from 
next July 4. . 

All of the Waynesboro wemen ap- 
peared before the tax collector of 
Burke-county more than six months 
ago, signed their names in the prop- 
er book, paid their poll tax and then 
patiently awaited the ratification 
of the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment, which they declared at the 
time of their registration was cer- 
tain to be in effect before the next 
presidential election. 

Since they were correct in their 
forecast, and seven is always con- 
sidered a lucky number, leaders of 
the woman suffrage movement in 
Georgia are happy over.the good 
fortune of their “seven sisters,” and_ 
predict the future holds only the 
best of luck for their cause and the 
country as a whole.

Here is 
a case in point: Two American re- 
publics, Peru and Bolivia, addressed 
requests to the league November 
1 asking the Geneva assembly to

Bolivia were forced to sign with 
Chile in 1883 and 1904. Should both 
requests te accepted and form a 
matter for the exchange of views, 
there occurs the remarkable fact 
that a purely American question 
will bé discussed without the as- 
sistance of the United States. .

‘BULGARIA ASKS - 


FOR ADMISSION 
INTO THE LEAGUE 


Geneva, Switzerland, November 9. 
(By the Associated Press.)—Bulga- 
ria’s request for admission to the 
league of nations was received at 
the headquarters of the league here 
today. 

The application, which came efrom 
Premier Stambuliwsky, was received 
by Sir Eric Drummond, secretary of 
the league, and is being forwarded 
to the members. 

The Bulgarian premier’ dis- 
claimed for the government and na- 
tion any complicity in the decisions 
of former King Ferdinand and his 
government to join the central em- 
pires in the war. He points out 
that Bulgaria, as soon as it was in 
a position to do so, severed all ties 
with the past, and at present was a 
stable government, which had giyen 
proofs of its loyalty ‘toward the 
entente. 

M. Stambuliwsky declares that it 
will observe the same loyal attitude 
with regafd to the obligations as- 
sumed by Bulgaria. 

No other applications for edmis- 
sion to the league have: been re- 
ceived by the secretariat, and no 
forma] notice has been given by any 
af the members of an intention to 
propose other states. It is stil] ain- 
derstood, however, that one Scandi- 
navian delegation plans to ask for 
the admission of Germany. 


AMERICAN BEING HELD 


BY TURK NATIONALISTS 


Conditions So Serious Relief 
Work Will Be Halted 
in Asia’ Minor. 


New York, November 9.—Condi- 
tions in Asia Minor and Turkey in 
Europe are so serious that the Near 
East relief will not run the risk 
of sacrificing American lives by 
sending further relief workers to 
the w --torn areas.

Washington, November 9$.—Public 
ownership and operation of rail- 
roads has failed wherever it has 


‘been properly tested, declared a. 


committee report made today to 
the thirty-second annual conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
Railway and Utilities Commission- 
érs in session here. 

The question of private owner- 
ship with regulation as against 
public ownership without regulation 
“should no longer be considered by 
intelligent investigators as an open 
question,” the report asserted. It 
added that private ownership and 
operation with ‘pubHe regulation 
was the “enly just and honest man- 
ner of conducting the public utility 
business of this country.” 


One Commissioner Opposes. 

The convention ordered the re- 
port printed without other action 
upon it after Commissioner Edward 
Field, of Missouri, had opposed its 
adoption, saying he believed in pub- 
lic ownership. 

Utilization of state regulatory 
commissions as regional federal 
commissions was proposed by Fed- 
eral Judge George W. Anderson, of 
Boston. “I see no solution until 
Our railroads are both unified and 
federalized,” he told the conven- 
tion, adding that the transporta- 
tion act went farther toward fed- 
eralizatién than had been generally 
recognized. 

Railroads, Judge Anderson as- 


and profitless in the future as it 
had been wasteful and confusing 
in the past.” 

The speaker said he was “not 
hopeful” of the success of the trans- 
portation act. 

Protection of the constitutional 
rights of state commissions was 
urged by President Walter A. Shaw 
in his annual report.

“Even if we shall come to gov- 
ernment ownership and operation,” 
added Mr. Clark, “the necessity for

discriminations will be present.” 

Referring to federal control of 
the railroads, the chairman said: 

“When the final balance sheet 
shall have beén completed, it will 
be found that the American peo- 
Ple paid a handsome sum for the 
use and operation of the railroads 
during the war, but as such use 
and operation was essential as a 
war measure we must, I think, in 
fairness consider it as a part of 
the necessary expense of the war.” 

Chairman Clark déclared that the 
right of the states to regulate their 
internal affairs was recognized 
throughout the transportation act, 
and he urged co-operation between 
the state and federal commissions 
as authorized by the law.

AIRPLANES SHOW

Ow- 
ing to the tremendous demand for 
the products of this country during 
that we 
were able to produce much more 
than we had deemed possible, and 


to keep our labor employed, to 
have our factories and our farmers 
continue to produce, and this could 
only be done by finding markets 
in every part of the world, 

The enormous’. business done in 
the United. States during the war 
can best ‘be illustrated, he said, by 
stating that the balance of trade 
in favor of the United States for 
the five year period between 1909 
and °1914 was $2,734,000,000, where- 
as the balance of trade in favor of 
the Unitéd States from 1914 to 1919 
amounted to $14,000,000,000. 

Mr. Maddox further stated that

Would Be Profitable. 


Mr. Maddox further’ explained 
that he believed the stock of the 
roposed. banking company would, 
n.addition to helping the south in 
every line of business, be a very 
profitable {nvestment, as it would 
haye an acceptance power of ten 
times the capital stock; for instance 
if $10,000,000 is subscribed it would 
be able to issue its notes or ac- 
ceptances to the amount of $100,- 
000,000. 

With the restrictions thrown 
about its operations by the act of 
congress, there is but little danger 
of its failing to succeed and the 
board of directors already selected 
were men who had attained the con- 
fidence of the business interests of 
their several states and at ,pregent 
were the active officers of large 
banking institutions in whose hands 
the affairs of the company could be 
trusted with safety. 

Mr. Meddox further explained that 
the bank was not intended to be 
organized solely to relieve the pres~ 
ont emergency, but it would func- 
tion for many years to come in 
promoting the sale of southern 
products throughout the world and 
its possibilities for good were prac- 
tically unlimited. 


Mr. Maddox also stated that a rag- 
olution was unanimously adopted at 
the New Orleans meeting requesting 
the president of each bankers’ asso- 
ciation in the south to call a meet- 
ing at once of his organization for 
the purpose of discussing this mat- 
ter and have the banks agree to 
take their proportion of the capi- 
tal stock. A meeting of the Geor- 
gia bankers will be called at once 
by President Martin. 


While it was understood that a 
very large percentage of the stock 
of this company would be and should 
be subscribed by the banks, an op- 
portunity to co-operate in the move- 
ment would be presented to the ex- 
porters and enterprised engaged in 
the manufacture of export articles, 
several of which having already in- 
dicated thelr desire to purchase 
some of the stock, he said. 

The banks in New Orleans before 
the meeting’ adjourned, subscribed 
to $1,000,000, which was more than 
5 per cent of the capital and sur-

MT. BERRY SCHOOL 
SUFFERS FIRE LOSS 
PLACED AT $17,000 


Mount Berry, Ga.. November 9.—

ARE NOW IN SESSION 


Madison, Ga. November 9.— 
(Special.)—The A. M. E. Atlanta an- 
nual conference has béen in ses- 
sion here seVeral days. The 
speeches, sermons eand reports of 
pastors and presiding elders were 
unusually encouraging. The report 
on the state of the country, read 
by R. D. Stinson, of the Atlanta 
Normal and Industrial institute, 
had its effect concerning the con- 
ditions of the two races and the 
future outlook on the labor ques- 
tion.

TAX LAW NOT AFFECTED 
BY DECISION OF COURT 


Later Dispatches From Wash- 
ington Show Only One 
Case Involved. 


The sixth section of Georgia's 
equalization act was not deciared 
unconstitutional Monday by the su- 
Preme court of the United States, 
according to an Associated Press 
dispatch received by The Consti- 
tution Tuesday afternoon, which 
stated the constitutionality of the 


act was not considered, but that 
it was ruled that the estate of J. 
O. Morton, of Brooks county, was 
denied due process of law in not 
being granted a final hearing on 
its tax assessment and the case 
remanded to.the Ceortrxria supreme 
court for proper procedure. 

When the decision was first an- 
nounced verbally in Washington, 
it is understood, there was much 
confusion over its exact interpre- 
tation, and it was inferred the sixth

Drainage an Important Subject 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN 
Statistician Georgia Department of Agriculture. 


It should be regarded a very in- 
teresting event to all Georgia that 
the National Drainage association 
is in annual session in Atlanta this 


day. 


It is not generally known that the 
total acreage in this state that 
needs drainage amounts to 7,920,000 
acres. Of this total, 3,592,000 acres 
are wet grazing land; 3,152,000 acres 
are periodically overflowed and per- 
manent swamp land. 

Let us compare two districts in 
south Georgia on this subject: One 
we designate as the Albany district, 
comprising eleven counties. It is 
Albany’s trade territory—the coun- 
ties being within a radius of thirty 
miles of Albany. The facts as to 
those counties are set forth in the

One may suffer chapping of the 
skin, chilblains, frostbite or freez- 
ing from exposure to cold, but one 
can not catch coryza, sore throat, 
laryngitis, bronchitis, pneumonia, 
diphtheria, the flu or tuberculo- 
sis from any such exposure, though 
all the old fogy health authorities 
that ever held down administrative 
jobs advise you in one breath to 
have plenty of fresh air and open 
the windows and with the next 
breath warn you to look out you 
don’t expose yourself. Wet feet, 
drafts and.all that sort of thing 
may be uncomfortable. But we 
don’t contract diseases from mere 
discomfort. 


The respiratory infections I have 
just mentioned are but a few of 
the diseases needlessly spread 


through the community as a conse- 
quence of the catching cold delu- 
sion. About one-third of all cases 
of appendicitis operated on today 
may be charged up against some 
preventable respiratory infection, 
and a respiratory infection is a dis- 
ease spread through the exchange 
of nose and throat secretions, as in 
close conversation, open-face sneeg- 
ing, unmuzzled coughing. All the 
so-called infectious diseases. of 
childhood (measles, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, etc.), are respira- 
tory infections. So is epidemic 
meningitis and- probably infantile 
paralysis. 

Physicians and health officers, 
not hopelessly tangled up on the 
catching cold delusion at present, 
C op the line at tuberculosis and 
d. ‘theria—these they concede are 
not in any way dependent on wet 
feet, drafts or exposure to cold. It 
will not be long now before they 
will consent to shove the line up 
far enough to include pneumonia— 
some health authorities alread 
have done so. After that it will be 
but a short step onward to include 
common coryza (still vulgarly call. 
ed head cold) and ordinary sore 
throat in the list of respiratory 
infections which call for isolation 
of the patient for a period consist- 
ent with public safety.

ANSWER—In the. state called 
shock the individual is cold, pale 
and very weak, either unconscious 
or dazed. Keep the head as low 
as the body.

Boys and Cigarettes. 

Please give me suggestions for 
breaking up the cigarette habit in 
a boy aged 14*years. He has been 


smoking secretly since he was ten 
years old, and: he confesses he 
smokes about fifteen cigarettes a 
day. He says he wants to stop, but 
can’t do so because if he goes with- 
out them for a day he is sick all 
the next day. (M. A. C.) ‘ 


ANSWER—Two things explain 
the cigarette habit in boyfhood: (1) 
A rather natural desire/to “show 
off,” and (2) mental défect. The 


case you descride belongs, evident- 
ly, to the second class,/for the boy 
smokes in secret. THe boy who 
smokes to “show off” may be 
brought to his senses ds a rule by a 
sound thrashing by his father or 
teacher or an officéf of the law. 
The mental defective requires spe- 
clal disciplinary training, as in 
schools for the fe¢ble-minded or 
delinquents. Incidegtally, the per- 
son who supplies the boy with cig- 
arettes ought to be manhandled, 
too.

could obtain a break through and 
a colossal success which would drive 
the Germans out of France and 
might, at a single blow, win the 
victory. 
Attractive Promises. 

For the politicians promises such 
as Nivelle made were the most at- 
tractive of all concelvable words. 


As a consequence, Nivelle present- 
ly succeeded Joffre, promoted to 
be a marshal of France, but actu-

all combatant nations. 

At this point the clamor against 
Nivelle became general. Members 
of the French senate and chamber 


of deputies, who had visited the 
front, brought back exaggerated ru- 
mors of the extent of French losses. 
Nivelle, unshaken, desired to go on, 
and #« = \ . 
defenders assert that at the mo- 
ment of victory he was. forced to 
break off the battle and was soon 
after eliminated. But the majority 
of French critics today hold the 
opinion that there was no promise 
of rupture, that the impossible had 
been attempted, and that’',grave as 
is the blame to be attached to the 
politicians, the main cause for the 
defeat is not to be found in their 
interference, that is the _ interfer- 
ence in April and May. Their evil 
was wrought tn eljminating Joffre 
many months before and seeking a 
soldier who would promise what 
they desired, 
Transferred to Algeria. 

After the defeats of April and May 

Nivelle was transferred to Allgerix

Out 
of the maelstrom of war came a 
bigger and stronger Kiwanis club, 
and selfishness was cast to the 
scrapheap. 

Thorough Reorganization. 

With the change in purpose from 
personal gain to service to man- 
kind came a thorough reorganiza- 
tion of Kiwanis, on a basis of fel- 
loweship, co-operation and service. 
“We Build” was adopted as the 
Kiwanis motto, and at the iInterna- 
tional convention in Portland lfast 
year it was adopted as the official 
slogan. 

One of the first steps taken in the 
revolutionization of Kiwanis was the 
abolishment of the single classifi- 
cation policy, Dr. Barnwell said, 
and he adoption of the policy per- 
mitting two members from each 
business or profession, with a view 
of bringing competitors together 
and making them personal friends 
instead of being business enemies 
sitting in dark offices plotting each 
other’s ruin. 

Dr. Barnwell declared that peace 
could not be guaranteed by any 
league or covenant until the spirit 
of fellowship as exemplified by Ki- 
wantan principles has reached 
around the world.

AMERICAN LEAGUE 
CANNOT HOLD MEN, 
ASSERTS AUSTRIAN 


Chicago, November 9.—The Amer- 
ican league has no power to hold 
the players on the three clubs which 
have joined the new National league 
and .every man on these clubs can 
Play in the new organization next 
year, according to an opinion given 
tonight by Alfred Austrian, attorney 
for the two Chisago major league 
clubs and adviser in the drafting 
of the Lasker plan for reorganiza- 
tion of the game. 

Mr. Austrian’s opinion was ren- 
dered in response to statements 
from representatives of the five 
clubs which are backing Ban John- 
son in the baseball war, that the 
league owned all its players and 
that the Chicago White Sox, New 
York Yankees and Boston Red Sox 
clubs consequently could “take only 
their ball parks into the new 
league.” 

“The players belong to the clubs 
and their contracts are made with 
the clubs,” said Mr. Austrian. “The 
league is merely a voluntary or- | 
ganization, which has no contract 
power over the men other than to 
prescribe certain clauses which may 
be put into contracts. I do not 
care to Say at present whether even 
this power, which. voluntarily has 
been given the league, is lawful. 

“There is no doubt, however, that 
the Chicago, New York and Boston 
clubs, formerly of the “American 
league, may take their entire play- 
ing persennel into the new National. 
league, ‘regardless of claims to the 
contrary, which may be made by 
Mr. Johnson and his five backers.” 

The new National league, however, 
is preparing for extensive court ac- 
tion and expects numerous injunc- 
tions to be applied for by the five 
American league clubs before they

Arrangements for the preliminary 
cross-country race to be held at 
Georgia Tech in preparation for the 
road race in Birmingham on Sat- 
urday, December 4, have been 
changed, according to the an- 
nouncement made Tuesday after- 
noon. Coach Alexander and Captain 
McCleskey, of the 1921 track team, 
looked the matter over and decided 
that the most logical course to pur- 
sue in the prelim would be to se- 
lect a new route over paved streets 
instead of the time-worn paths to 
the city waterworks and back. 

Over in Birmingham the course 
is a bit over three miles and it 
follows through the city streets. It 
is practically all on hard surface 
pavements and it is quite a different 
task to run this race and to make 
the journey so-familiar to all Tech 
cross-country runners. For . this 
reason it was decided that it would 
be far better to get a new route for 
the practice and tryout of the Ye'i- 
low Jacket runners and the course 
will be selected either today or to- 
morrow. 

The date of the tryout raee has 
been set for Saturday afternoon, 
November 20, an open date for the 
Golden Tornado, by the way. The 
course chosen today may possibly 
follow out toward the waterworks 
again, but if it does, it will be 
straight out Hemphill avenue, which 
has been recently paved with con- 
crete. The hour for the race is yet 
to be announced, but in all’ proba- 
bility it will be around 1:30 o’clock, 
so that the sport fans may take 
in the road race and still have time 
for the Alabama-Georgia scrap out 
at Ponce de Leon park. 

To Pick Team. 


In this race the leading eight men 
are to be picked as the members of 
the team. to represent Tech in the 
annual race in the early part of 
next month at Birmingham. LEach 
team is allowed to enter six con- 
testants, but just for safety and 
emergencies, eight men will get to 
make the trip, as was the case last 
year. In the 1919 race J. M. Mec-

AVERTED

Judging from the telegram that 
Dr. J. B. Crenshaw, director of ath- 
letics at Georgia Tech, received 
Tuesday afternoon from the Centre 
athletic director, denying that they 
had given official sanction to the 
newspaper articiss accusing the 
Tech players of unfair tactics, there 


‘will be no break in the relations 
between the two schools. . 

The telegram was in response to 
@ message that was sent Dr. F. L. 
Rainey, the athletic head of the 
school. Dr. Crenshaw specifically 
stated that they must either dis- 
credit the articles that have appear- 
ed in the papers around Danville, or 
consider the offer for the game in 
1921 as withdrawn. The newspaper 
men filled up gobs of space with 
all kinds of accusations, the most 
oustanding of which were that the 
Tech men were using foul means 
to injure or incapacitate the Centre 
gridders. 

Dr: Crenshaw’s message set forth 
the brand of ball that the Tech men 
were expected to play and should 
any of their opponents be injured, 
it would not be by any unfair 
means. The message that was 
ceived states that a letter will fol-

MANIERI SEEKS ANOTHER 
CHANCE AGAINST BAILEY. 


Shortly after the fight last 
night at the Auditorium, Russell 
Manieri stated that he was anx- 
ious to fight Bailey again. Man- 
ieri’s two managers, Earl Frig- 
erio and Willie Serht, declared 
they were willing to post a side 
bet of $1,000 that Manieri would 
defeat Bailey under the same 
rules that prevailed last night.

Bill Bailey had a man’s-sized 
problem facing him last night at 
the Auditorium; at least, it was a 
tough proposition until the local 
battler crashed through a screaming 
right to the jaw, and the problem 


was solved. During the round. and a 
half he faced the Atlanta gladiator, 
Russell Manieri, of Bay St. Louis, 
Miss., the “pride of the gulf coast,” 
gave Walk Millers. light-heavy- 
weight a great battle, but during 
the second round, Battling. Bill put 
acress his ox-killing right. and 
Manieri went to the canvas, out for 
the long count. 

‘Prior to that time, Russell amaz- 
ed the railbirds with an unmistak- 
able knowledge of the fight game; 
he awed them, and bewildered the 
Atlanta scrapper, with healthy wal- 
lops in either arm, shooting them 
true to their mark, missing rarely. 
At that time things looked rosy for 
a victory of Mississippi science over 
Georgia brawn. It was a whirlwind 
affair and every second held a mil- 
lion thrills for the spectators. 


Furious Action. 


The action was furious, and a 
knockout in the initial frame seem- 
ed imminent. The Battler was the 
first to step in for a test of his 
opponent’s strength, and what Bai- 
ley learned was a good lesson for 
the rest of the fight. Bailey stepped 
in, and immediately went down, 
when a blow from Manieri’s right 
paw turned him for a count of two.

That’s the story in brief of the 
main event. Manieri fought a good

[across that terrible wallop in the: 
first round. Manieri’s speed, cou- 
pled with a smashing attack, had 
Bailey completely mystified for a 
few seconds, but Bailey studied his 
man carefully, and the solution of 
the problem followed. 

Manieri fought desperately from 
the start; tactics that indicated he 
was seeking to end his man quickly, 
or to go to sleep himself.

GROSS EXTORTION 


Operators Ailege Wrong 

Impression Has Been 
| Created by Statements 
of U. S. Senators. 


Washington, November 9.—Flat 
denial of certain statements recently 
‘emanating from the United States 
committee on reconstruction” fre- 
garding the bituminous coal indus- 
try was made here tonight by Pres- 
ident D. B. Wentz, of the National 
Coal association. 

A “wholly wrong impression” had 
gone to the public through these 
statements,™Colottel Wentz asserted 
in his reply, adding that the broad 
charge had been made that “the en- 
tire industry” had been practicing 
gross extortion on the whole Ameri- 
can public.” 

“The senate committee asserts 
that wrong doing has been ad- 
mitted by D.B. Wentz, representing 
the National Coal association; by 
Cylde B. Aitchison, of the interstate 
commerce commission, and Daniel 
Willard, representing the railroads,” 


said Colonel Wentz. 
*“No such admission has been made 


by me, nor do I understand that any 
such admission has been made by 
either of the others. 


‘Soas to put the matter straight 
on the recordNI wish te deny em- 
phatically that there was any wrong 
doing in any action taken by repre- 
sentatives of the National Coal as- 
sociation in their efforts, during the 
coal shortage emergency, to _ in- 
crease the production and shipments 
of bituminous coal. an 

“On the contrary, the priority or- 
ders issued by the interstate com- 
merce commission and the action 
taken by the railways and the coai 
produ@ersc, are eminently practical 
and right .. .and have been the 
direct means of averting a very se- 
rious shortage of coal during the 
fall and winter. 

“The joint statement of Senators 
Calder and Edge give the impres- 
sion that the National Coal asso- 
ciation and the coal industry have 
done nothing up to this time to put 
anend to abuses which the senators 
attack. This impression is grogsly 
misleading and unfair. The fact is 
that the National Coal association, 
months ago, through special com- 
mittees, began an effort to eliminate 
various abuses that had developed 
during the shortage emergency, with 
the result that, thorugh the co-oper- 
ation of other branches of the indus- 
try, they have been generally erad- 


ated. 

“The effort of the assoctation in 
the last six months to obtain in- 
creased production has been insist- 
ently in the direction of bringing 
about lower prices. Thus it is man- 
ifest that the bituminous coal por- 
ducers have been effectively la- 
boring to bring about precisely the 
results which Senator Calder’s com- 
mittee urgesd.”’ 

Reform Needed, Says Edge. 

Hot Springs, Va., November 9.— 
Governmental intervention in the 
bituminous coal industry to bring 
down prices will be unnecessary if 
“the coal mén will make their as- 
surances good,” Senator Edge, of 
New Jersey, a member of the senate 
reconstruction committee, declared 
here tonight. 

“T am highly gratified with the 
assurances of representative coal 
operators that the admitted unrea- 
sonable coai costs to the consumer 
will be speedily adjusted,” Senator 
Edge continued. “That is the result 
the senate committee is seeking. 
Our determination to recommend 
governmental intervention, if the 
situation was not speedily adjusted, 
was based on recognition of the fact 
that the first responsibility of a 
government is protection of its citi- 
zens. /

Duke Was Accused of

London, November 9.—The Duch- 
ess of Marlborough, formerly Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt, daughter of W. K. 
Vanderbilt, was today awarded a de- 
cree of divorce from the Duke of 
Marlborough. 

Allegations of desertion and mis- 
conduct were made by the duchess. 
Formal denial of the charges was 
made by the duke’s counsel, but no 
evidence was taken. The duchess 
also was awarded the costs of the 
action. ° 

The charge of desertion was based 
upon the duke’s disobedience of the 
order for the restitution of conjugal 
rights which the duchess obtained 
last March. 

The case lasted only twenty-five 
minutes, Sir Edward Carson appear- 
ing for the duchess, and Robert Bay- 
ford-for the duke. 

Only two witnesses were called— 
an English detective, who watched 
Blenheim palace, the Duke’s resi- 
dence, and shadowed the duke and a 
companion:on a trip to Paris, and a 
solicitor’s clerk who witnessed the 
service of the court papers on the 
defendant. . 

Evidence was given that the duke 
had occupied a room in a prominent 
hotel in Paris on February 28 last 
with a woman whom the detective 
described as “24 or 25 years of age.” 
The woman was not named. 

Unless other proceedings are in- 
stituted by the duke the decree 
awarded today automatically be- 


comes absolute at the ,end of six

They were three veterans of the 
war—the silver victory medal in 
their lapels told that. The cane on 
which one of them leaned added a 
sad note, but their faces, beaming 
gratitude, told the real story. Their 
names are Eugene McLeon, once of 
the Sixth marines; J. M. Minehew, 
once of the Thirty-second division, 
and Raymond Barnes, once of the 
Fighting First. 

These three lads, of the large 
number of wounded ex-service men 
being trained at Georgia Tech, 
walked into the headquarters of 
the fourth rol] cdll of the Red Cross 
Tuesday afternoon with $150. They 
came as a committee to present the 
donations of their comrades—vol- 
untarily given, without one word of 
urging or solicitation. 

There was a list of subscribers. 
Some of the names were signed in 
firm, bold handwriting. But there 
were other names, scrawled, most 
wierdly formed as to their charac- 
ters—the products of left hands at- 
tempting to replace a right hand 
which lies buried somewhere across 
the big pond; the writing of a hand 
which has lost its fingers, or the 
writing of a hand badly supported 
by an arm which had stopped too 
many shell splinters.

ADJUSTING 10 NORMAL 


J. B. Fallaize, Back From 
Abroad, Says Pre-War 
- Conditions Obtain. 


BY BESSIE KEMPTON 
Industrial conditions in Europe 
are rapidly adjusting themselves to 
a pre-war basis, says J. B. Fal- 
laize, president of the J. B. Fallaize 


company, dealers in importations of 
linen and lace, who returned to At- 
lanta yesterday after an extensive 
trip abroad, which included visits 
to Great Britain, France, Belgium 
and Switzerland. 

Mr. Fallaize is optimistic over the 
market situation. He said that while 
a great price reduction may be ex- 
pected in American manufactured 
products, there will be very little 
decrease in the present prices of im- 
ported goods and materials... 

“For the last few years American 
manufacturers have been squeezing 
the publig,” said Mr. Fallaize. “Take 
for instance ordinary domestic 
goods. Before the war these goods 
sold for 7 cents a yard: now they 
are selling for 60 cents a yard. The 
pure linen handkerchief that sold 
several years ago for 35 cents, now 
sells for 50 cents. While domestic 
goods have advanced in price eight 
times over their pre-war selling 
price, the handkerchief has only 
doubled in value.” 

“I think that London {s the most 
remarkable city in the world. In- 
dustry there has almost reached its 
pre-war level. Paris is the same. 
It igs badly lighted and dirty, but 
the same gay life is seen in the 
cafes and on the boulevards. Bel- 
gium is forging ahead rapidly and I 
predict that this little country will 
play a strong and active part in the 
ingustrial reconstruction of Europe.” 

ccording to Mr. Fallaize, Switzer- 
land enjoyed abnormal business con- 
ditions during the war and now the 
people “are just taking it easy, 
watching conditions and waiting.” 
He recommends this country for 
palatable food, excellent service and 
magnificent scenery. 

In answer to the question asked by 
sO many women of fastidious tastes, 
as to scarcity of linen,« Mr. Fal- 
laize explained: “There is indeed a 
gr scarcity of linen compared 
withé@the demand. All linen manu- 
facturing countries, in order to 
make the flax go around, are mak- 
ing goods part linen and part some 
other material. Materials of this 
Sort are greatly in demand in these 
countries. In fact the people seem 
to prefer them to pure linen.” 

Owing to the fact that import 
duties are the same on mixed goods 
and pure linen goods in the United 
States, it is‘doubtful if mixed linens 
will be sold in large quantities on 
this side. 

“There may be certain reductions 
along that line, but it will take 
quite a few years before linens are 
cheap and they will never be as 
cheap as they were prior to the 
war. 

“The women of Atlanta will have 
within the next few weeks the op- 
portunity of seeing the most ex- 
quisite importations of linens and 


abroad arrives. 
the daintiest of handkerchief linen, 


country; the finest hand-made laces 
Obtainable on the other side, in- 
cluding patterns of Flanders, 
Bruges, Milan, Venice, Italian cut 
work, Rosaline, Rose Point, Fillet 
and Duchesse and famous embroid- 
eries of Madagascar. It is no easy 
task to get these laces now, as 
there are a number of new factories 
going up as a part of the recon- 
struction program, and many 
workers who used to make lace at 
the prospective customer's price, 
are now working in the factories, 
and those who still do this  ex- 
quisite handwork demand the wage 
scale on the basis of hours instead 
of taking the work by piece.”

COCAINE RUNNER 
LOSES HIS NERVE 
AND KILLS SELF 


9000 AMERICAN DEA 
SHPPED FROM FRANCE 


Paris, November 9.—Nearly 9,000 
bodies of American soldiers who 
died or were killed in France dur- 
ing the war have been shipped to 
the United States and turned over 
to their nearest relatives, and 1,800 
more await shipment at French 
ports, it is announced by the United 
States graves registration service. 
The work of removing bodies of 
fallen’ Americans is expected to be 
completed by next summer. 
Nearly 60 per cent of all the 
bodies of American officers and cn- 
listed men buried in French. soil 
will be returned to the United 


States, according to recent esti- 
mates. At frequent intervals par- 
ents and wives of dead soldiers have 
come to France to remove the bodies 
of their relatives, but upon seeing 
the cemeteries here and learning 
of the extreme eare taken of them 
have decided upon France as the 
final resting place for the fallen. 
The exhumation of bodies within 
the war zone began on September 
15 and since then work has been 
completed in seventeen cemeteries. 
The task of exhuming the bodies 
of soldiers buried in Great Britain 
was finished three weeks ago, 80 
per cent of them being shipped to 
the United States. 

Removal of bodies from occupied 
areas in Germany and Luxembourg 
has just been completed, and all of 
them were sent to America. Work- 
ing forces will begin operations in 
Belgium next month and from 
cemeteries in that country 1,031 
bodies will be removed. The work 
of exhuming bodies in the Brest, 
Bordeaux and St. Lazare areas has 
been completed, and now the ef- 
forts of the Americans will be con- 
centrated on the war zone,

The fire- 
man, Manuel Garcia Cayon, slashed 
his own throat and shot himself 
twice during the ship’s recent trip 
from Rotterdam. 

His captain told officers today 
that Cayon left a note to him say- 
ing the reason for his action would 
be found “underneath ~my bunk.” 
Members of the crew asserted Cay- 
on intended smuggling the cocaine 
into New York, but feared being 
caught. He told them, they said, of 
smuggling drugs into Philadelphia 
on a previous occasion.
